CONTRACT LET FOR ORCHARD STREET SCHOOL BUILDING. 


The contract for the new school 


building to be erected at Orchard aud 
Eleventh streets was let Wednesd ay 
afternoon at a special meeting of the 
board of education. 


The meeting was held in the office 


of Frank C. Hay, and the three bids 
received by Clerk William Burns were 
opened. Architect Hart was present, 
and was instructed to prepare a con- 
tract to be signed by P. M. Pettit. the 
successful bidder, a'ud the proper ofti- 
cers of the board.

In explanation it is stated that the 
bid presented by Mr. A\ illiams in- 
cluded the grouc and cern.-at for the 
basement at a cost of 437-5, and he 
specified that buttered joints would 
he used m the pressed brick work.

Washington, Oct. 17.—In the Schley 


inquiry the examination of the o3i 
cers of Admiral Schiey's flagship, 
the Brooklyn, was continued. The 
proceedings began with the recall 
of Captain Cook and Lieutenant Com- 
mander Sears, both of whom made 
material additions to their former tes- 
timony, and they were followed in suc- 
cession by Commander X. E. Mason, 
who was ihe executive officer of the 
Brooklyn; Lieutenant Edward McCau- 
ley, Jr., who was signal officer, and 
Lieutenant Charles Webster, who had 
charge of the forward gun deck bat- 
tery of the Brooklyn during the battle 
oft Santiago, and was a watch officer 
on board the ship. 


Commander Mason and Lieutenants 


McCauley and Webster all gave ac- 
counts of the engagement of July 3. 
Mr. McCauley recited in detail the 
signals made in connection with that 
historical event at the instance of 
Commodore Schley. When asked If 
Commodore Schley had said anything 
during the battle for the encourage- 
ment of the men. this witness replied 
that he several times had said. "Give 
•em hell, bullies:" All these witnesses 
testified that the conduct of the com- 
modore when under fire was cool and 
courageous. 


Captain Cook's new testimony re- 


lated to the uncoupling of the Brook- 
lyn's engines aad to the voyage of the 
flying squadron from Cienfuegos to 
Santiago, explaining in some detail 
the cause of the slow progress made 
on that occasion. 


Commander Sears spoke again of 


the interview reported as having 
taken place between himself and offi- 
cers on the Massachusetts in the 
wardroom of that vessel on May 31. 
in which he was alleged to have said 
that it had been difficult to get Com- 
modore Schley up to the point of nn- 
dertaMng the bombardment of the Co- 
lon, and he again denied that he had 
said anything reflecting upon his su- 
perior officer. 


Panama Canal Proposition. 


"Washington, Oct. 17.—Mr. Mnrice 


Hutta, the president of the board of 
directors of the Panama Canal com- 
pany, has reached Washington. He 
made a special and informal call on Ad- 
miral Walker, chairman, of the United 
States isthmian canal commission, 
and later •will pay a business call on 
the admiral for the purpose of bring- 
ing forward the question of the dis- 
position of the Panama Canal com- 
pany's interest in that partially con- 
structed waterway. 
The isthmian 


canal corn mission has endeavored to 
obtain a positive and definite state- 
ment of esactly what the Panama 
company would accept for its rights, 
and Mr. Hutin's return to France this 
summer was for the purpose of ob- 
taining information on that point. It is 
understood that he now has a propo- 
sition to make to the United States 
commission, but along what lines it is 
impossible to ascertain. 


Charge of Murder. 


New Tork. Oct. 17.—At the request 


of Chief of Police Francisco Fernan- 
dez of Buenos Ayres, Argentine, de- 
tectives arrested Allador Hattas on a 
charge of murder. It is said that one 
year ago Hattas murdered a Russian 
count named Ernesto Meden and then 
fired the house in which his victim re- 
sided. The building did not burn, how- 
ever, and the body was discovered. 
Suspicion attached to Hattas, who 
was a carpenter employed on the 
place, but he escaped to Budapest, 
afterwards coming to this country. 
Hattas was held for extradition.

Tlie momentum came 
from the Imperial support, and only one 
is the great criminal- Yet to follow her 
and demand punishment iu person 
would lead to a disturbance in China 
such as the world never saw. It wonKI 
touch every Celestial in a vital spot, as 
be would see in it a menace- to the very 
principles to which be owed bis posi- 
tion in the home and in the community. 


"Dazed and stunned as they seem. 


the Chinese people will need time to 
recover from the jars aud strain of 
their bad work of 1900. Many believe 
today that the power of the idols Is 
broken. Soldiers of nine nationalities 
came, as many supposed, to avenge 
murdered friends and fellow citizens, 
yet. after temporary ebullitions of 
trratb. which are not uaasuai with sol- 
diers in a foreign land, wit bin a brief 
time they settled down to peaceful and 
kindly residence, so that when they 
came to depart the populace cry out in 
grief- Not only was this true of Amer- 
ican soldiers, but even the French at 
Paotingfu. the last to leave the in- 
terior, were begged to remain- having 
proved themselves defenders of tbe 
people and better friends than they had 
ever seen in uniform before.

Being a missionary or a convert 
from heathenism in north China by no 
means makes an ontlaw of a person. 

Why 
should not those who unjustly deprived 
our people of their homes and property 
restore that which they had stolen? 
This is the payment of an honest debt, 
not retaliation."

Prince del Drages, who has just ar- 


rived hi this country, says tbe society 
writer of the Xew York Journal, baa 
royal blood in bis veins, being a grand- 
son of" that old Qneen Christina of 
pain who was prior to her marriage 


a princess of the sovereign house of Xa- 
ples. The prince is no stranger here, 
"or he was among the suitors for the 
land of Anna Gould, and when the lat- 
ter gave her heart and her fortune to 
Count Boni de Castellane the prince 
was in a measure consoled for bis dis- 
appointment by his success in selling 
to George Gould a magnificent jeweled 
crown, which bad belonged to Queen 


hristina and which bad been assigned 


to him as part and parcel of tbe fortune 
of his grandmother. 


The latter was a most extraordinary 


woman. Brought np by an English gov- 
erness of the name of Miss Ward, who 
had been a, circus rider, she knew nei- 
ther how to read nor write when she 
married old King Ferdinand of Spain- 
So great was her influence over him 
that he changed the order of succession 
in favor of his two daughters by her, 
eliminating his brother, Don Carlos, 
from the line and thereby originating 
those Carlist wars which have been 
the blight of Spain. 


After a few years of widowhood and 


regeccy she look a fancy to a handsome 
guardsman of tbe name of Muaoz. rais- 
ed him from the ranks to be a grandee. 
a field marshal and a duke of Rianzares 
and faced exile for h!s sake when, after 
marrying him. she wished to invest him 
witb the office of minister of war. 
Prince del Drago's mother is the datigb- 
ter of Queen Christina by this second 
husband of hers, and the prince is 
therefore a nephew of Queen Isabella 
of Spain. On his fathers side be is a 
Roman patrician, the Del Dragos be- 
ing descended from tbe imperial Vicar 
Rudolpb del Dragonibus, who heid of- 
fice in Rome in the twelfth centnry-

In numbers and fighting strength tbe 


armies of Russia and Japan are very 
far apart, but it must be considered 
tbat tbe battleground will be on 'he 
other side of the world from St. Pe- 
tersburg, where Japan will be at bome. 
Last year (1»00> the Japanese army on 
a peace footing consisted of S7.S47 men. 
while that of Russia numbered l.2t'A.- 
20<X al-.vays undw arm*. The first re- 
serve of Japan wai tC. "~ men and that 
of Russia 700.000. ...* second reserve 
of Japan was 23S.OOO men. making a to- 
tal force on war footing of 4O2.274. The 
second reserve of Russia numbered 
1.476.000. making a total of 3.500.000 
soldiers at the command of the czar. 
But both armies have been reorganized 
since these statistics were issued. 


The same difference exists in the 


navy. Russia in 1900 having 370 vessels 
in commission and Japan 171. Russia 
5.073 guns. Japan 1.471. 


Russia has twenty-two first class bat- 


ships, twelve armored cruisers, eleven 
fir«t class cruisers and 196 torpedo 
boats. Japan has sii first class battle- 
ships, two armored cruisers. F-" rst 
class cruisers and sixfy-s"'. vorpedo 
boats. But these comparisons are not 
90 significant when the geographical 
situation is considered. 


The lowest estimate of the peace 


strength of the Russian army under the 
present reorganization since Jan. 1 is 
42.000 officers and 1.100.000 men and 
the war footing of 75.000 officers and 
4.500.000 men. which is a million more 
than the present numerical strength- 
When the vessels now under construc- 
tion are completed, the Russian navy 
will be increased by 113 ships of all 
classes, including twenty-four battle- 
ships, twenty-two cruisers, forty-one 
gunboats, thirty-five torpedo boat de- 
stroyers and forty-five torpedo boats- 
Fifty submarine boats are also under 
construction, but they are experimen- 
taL
